The Execatioa of Brown. 

Thu foUoelng fro™ special correspondent 
ol the CiDCinnati OsHnerciai deuila minutely 
the cireumstances attending the execution of 
Broan I' "1*1 *>* read with great interest: 

THU EXECUTION. 

It »*s precisely i minutes past 11 o’clock (Bal- 
timore llirie) when Brown ascended the gallows. 
The sheriff oroceeded at once to business. The 
•sheriff and jailor and one or two others, shook 
bancs with the old man, and he shook them as 
heortilr as he could, - though the movement was 
a little' awkward, as his aims were tied in the 
usual way on such occarfons — that is, by a rope 
at the elbows— the sheriff received Biown’s hat, 
and we had a fair look at him I could not see 
a marked resemolance to the portrait given in 
Frank Leslie’s paper. He had more of that 
wired look wliich is seen in Porte Crayon’s 
sketches for Harper’s monthly. He seeing to 
be much emaciated. If ha Is not, bis clothes 
were quite too large for him. The popalar idea 
Is, I believe, that be is a large man. In truth, 
however, he is uot above the medium sixe. He 
was a sinewy rather than a muscular man, and 
though large’ in the chest, not broad-shouldered, 
being round breasted as ail meu of great powers 
of endurance are. He certainly was not more 
than five leei ten inches in height. He looked 
about, not nervously and witli uneasy glances, 
but calmly and steadily. The sheriff atonce ad 
iusied the dismal white can, which was very 
lurg*. end bagged about his head. At the sain* 
ffiometit hja ankles were lied closely. He bad 
been standing with bis feet a few inches apart, 
and moved them together us required the mo- 
ment he was told to do so. The rope was now 
attached to the ring above, and the old mao 
stood with bis face to the south, straight as an ar 
row and &rm as a pillow. I looked at him at 
this moment with a powerful naval glass, by 
means of which I could see him as distinctly as 
if I had been within twenty or thirtv feet. His 
bands were naked, and I observed them narrow- 
ly to see if there were any iodioationa of oerv 
uusness. His bands were not clenched, but 
bung in an easy and natural manner, aud there 
wai nht'a tyhiptom of a twitch in them, and not 
a motion, any more than if they bad been in 
Iron. His clothes were dark brown, and though 
decent, were dingy with wear. His vest was 
bultooed closely over his chest. His pantaloons 
were large, and from aiuing so long in prison, 1 
suppbse, were short and bagged at the knees. — 
He .wore a. irock coat, the skirt coming down 
about to the hips, and this was unbuttoned, and 
tbe tall shook in the strung breeee, the only 
moremeut that was seen about his person. He 
prayed silently as be stood. He had slippers on 
his leet, made of some red material — the ordina- 
ry ar.itvle used in course slippers, I presume. 

T be sheriff aud others left the scaffold, and 
Brown was upon it alone. He knew now, of 
course, that the time bad come for death, bat liis 
baiios retained their composed position. There 
was a (poy emeut of intense stillness, a sudden 
movement, a sharp' twing of the rope, a creak 
1 ng of the binges of the trap door, and at four 
teen and a half minutes after eleven, tbe old 
man, ludomiuble to the last, swung between tbe 
sky aud the soil of Uie Old Dominion. As he 
dropped, lie tmned sharply round and faced tbe 
Fioiili. Thera was very little muscular action. 
The arms and legs worked slightly. There was 
a klihking of the wrists, and jeiking of the 
shoulders, and tbe legs were once or twice drawn 
op a little. 1 have not beard whether his neck 
was broken by tbe fall, but presume, from the 
' (act that he died so easily, that it was. 

Bruwti Was upon the scaffold minutes be 
toie be was lauuclied upon tbe unknown voyage. 
His last words were in reply to a question of the 
sheriff. ’Vhc delay was longer than intended, 
owing to tbe slowness of the millury In getting 
into the precise place assigned them. Tbe sher- 
itf asked him if be was tired of staoding. He 
replied: ‘'Uti, DO~but don’t keep me here any 
longer than you can help." When be bad been 
hanging twenty minutes, four medical gentlemen 
.stepped upon the scaffold, the rope that bound 
hidwrms waa cut, and an cEaminaiion was made 
.(a jEe it bs Was dead. . Before this operation 
was concluded, twenty medical mac, most of 
.(hem. surgeons to Uie military, were upon tbe 
ecuffold-»lelt his pulse, presaed their bands upon 
his bosom to see It his heart beat, and held their 
‘ears'to hie chest, to Ilstaif f(ir a symptou of a 
flutter at the seat of life. 



WatHIKOTOH IxTjNo’s Dexth.— T he New 

Totk TrUuMt oontcins tbe following particulars 
of ibis tad event: 

During the moraing of Monday he walked 
out to hia garden, a sliorldishince from tbe house, 
and gave tome instructions to bis gardener. He 
alto gave instructions to the carpenters who were 
employed in making some alterations In bis li- 
brary. He did not ride out during the day, as 
iSas hia custom, but as he made no complaint ot 
feeling more indisposed than usual tbs omission 
was not thought by hit iamily to arise from any 
alarming condiiloni. He dined with the family 
about 4 o’clock, and after dinner proposed that 
they should spend the eveuiug in arnutement, 
coiiversaiioD, and reading, in addition to tbe 
regular members of the family, consisting of 
Ebtneter Irving, the brother of tlie deceased, 
with his three daughters, and Pierre M. Irving, 
a nephew, with his wife, anoilier nephew, Rev. 
Pierie M. Irving, of New Brighton, Btaten Is 
land, the literary execuior of the deceased, was 
also present, having accidentally come up from 
Staten Island that day. Tbe evening wax spent 
aecording to the proi^tal of .Mr. Irving, and, ex 
eepting an occasional reference to his difficulty 
of breatliing, none of the parly appeared more 
cheerful or a more gratified sharer of the enjoy 
roeut than be. In the intervals of conversation 
he glanced over the pages of reveral books that 
lay on the center table, and the last book be it 
believed X > have opened was Lieut. Page’s Hie* 
tort of the Paraguay Expedition. 

About half past 10 o’clock he rose up to re- 
tire, and Ukiog bis leave of the company, he 
ascended tbe stairs alone to his bed room.— 
While upon tbo steps he met bis nephew. Rev. 
Mr. Irving coming down, holding in bis baud a 
needle for tewing manuscripu. Mr. Irving ae 
' costed tlm In a playful manner, saying, “Why, 
Pierre, what are you doing with the needle?” 
and passed on to his room. These were the last 
worOB he ever ul teisd One of hie nieces. Miss 
Sarah Irving, had preceded him to bis room, and 
when he entered she was engaged in arranging 
hit books to that they would bo convenient of 
acceee in tbe hours of wakefulness daring tbe 
night. While engaged in this duty, she was 
startled by a noise ax of tome choking, and 
turning around the xaw Mr. Irving presa hia hand 
to hia heart and fall forward. He caught hold of 
a table in falling and gradually sunk down to the 
floor. The noise was heard In the parlor below, 
and in a moment every member of the household 
was around him, but before auy of them had 
reached him be bad ceased to breathe.

Mtndaft' IVocecdiayt Concluded. 

Washinoton, Dec. 6. 

House —Mr. Kilgore, of Indiana, explained, 
and was understood to say, that be condemned 
as strongly as the gentleman from Missouri pos 
■ibly could, tbe avowal of such sentiments; he 
bad never seen the recommendation to scatter. — 
His name, however, appeared to a proposition 
to publish and circulate a pamphlet containing 
matters taken from Helper’s book, together with 
tbe remarks made by the gentleman on slavery. 

Mr. Clarke — I am glad tbe gentleman feels 
tbe wrath to come. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Kilgore— I am ready to take tbe respon 
aibillty 

Mr. Kai-nswortb — We can act undersundingly, 
if the geotleman will have the book read here. 
Ur. Clarke — I have tbe book. 

Mr. Farnsworth— 1 don’t believe the gentle- 
man bas read it. I recommend the literature. 

I bare no doubt the book it a good one 
Mr. Clarke, resuming, felt it to be bis duty to 
say if thia Government is to be prostituted, and 
men placed in position bolding such sentiments, 
tbe people ought to know to what a humiliating 
position it bas come. ’The chair they were now 
about to fill had been occupied by Clay, Bar- 
hour. Cook, and W’inlbrop — gentlemen who had 
drawn light from the sources of tbe Constitution, 
a ho bad elevated lelf respect, and who would 
i,ot advise treason, murder, and dissolution.— 
He laid that be bad that circular in reference to 
the circulation of the pamphlet before him. 

Mr. Clark B. Cochrane, inlerruptiiig, utterly 
oondemned such sentimeots as those which the 
gentleman from Missouri bad repeatad. 

•Mr. Palmer said, let ua have frea diacuaaion. 
Our frisnda on the other side have thrust tbe ne- 
gro before the House; we may os well finith the 
discussion, and then turn him out at quickly as 
possible. 

Mr. Clarke replied that the negro never would 
have been thrust upon tbs House but for tbe ac- 
tion of the gentleman’s party and for the advice 
gentlemea bad given. Gentlemen made them 
selves tbs equals of tbe negro. Tbe effect would 
be to drive off auother class of tbe House on 
the first day of tbs sessiou. 

Mr. Kellogg remarked that the geotleman 
from Missouri bad made a tutement that Re- 
publican members had directly or indirectly sauc 
tioned certain things In Helper’s book; bis name 
appeared in some of tbe papers as having recom- 
mended it. 

Mr. Clarke no doubt you signed it. [Laugh 
ter.] 

Mr. Kellogg— 1 am not prepared to say 
whether 1 aign^ the list or not, because the au- 
thority of tbe New York Herald Is not good. 

Mr. Clarke — Nor any other good paper. 

Mr. Keilogg — ’The aenUments are not enter, 
uined by the Republicans I am willing that iba 
gentleman should assume or disavow them. If 
1 have aigoed tbe paper wrongfully, I would 
avow it. 1 want tbe gentlemau to state what la 
in the compendium. 

There was much noise and confusion tnrough- 
out, and tbs speakera ware but imperfeotly 
beard. 

-Mr. Clarke was prepared to tbow what waa in 
tbe book, if geatlemen were prepared to be 
placed on the anxioui teat. The House then ad- 
journed 

Tueiday't Pracetdinya 

Washington, Dec. d. 

SxNATi. — Tbe resolutions offered by Mason of 
Virginia yesterday, to appoint a committee to 
inquire into the Harper’s Ferry Invasion came 
up. 

Trumbull ot Illinois said that it would have 
his cordial support wherever murder bad been 
committed, and let os asceruia who are guilty 
and bold them responsible. He hoped that tbe 
investigalion would be thorough aud complete, 
and believed that it would do good by ditabus 
ing tbe public mind, especially in the South, 
of the idea that auch a movement receives any 
countenance from any considerable number of 
i^e.citixens of the North. No man who it cot 
prepared to destroy the Constitution and to sub- 
vert the Ooverument and resolve eociely into its 
oiigiiial elemenle, could justify, no matter what 
theevHs, either imaginary or real, that may ex- 
ist in the body politic, no one individual or twen- 
ty out of twenty millions could be permitted, in 
bis own way and in defiance of the laws of tbe 
land, to undertake to correct them; no govern- 
ment on earth could be sustained If that was al- 
lowed; anareby would be the consequence. As 
for the misguided man that led the insurgents, 
be bad already expiated bis error on the gallows 
and gODO before -tbo final tribunal. -Let this in- 
vestigation be impartial and thorough, and the 
effect on the country will be most salutary. Had 
a similar luvestigation been instituted when a 
similar transaction occurred in 185S, it would 
bare been better for the country. Tbe arsenal 
at Liberty, Mo., was tbsn broken into and the 
public property taken away. He then briefly re- 
capitulated the facta of that occurrence as stated 
by Capi. Leonard, in charge there- That, bow 
ever, was for the purpose of forcing slavery into 
Kansas, while at Harper’s Ferry the effort was 
to abolish slavery. He then offered an amend 
roeut to tbe resolution extending the inquiry to 
the former case. 

Mason replied that be would not stand in tht 
way of the Inquiry, and suggested that the very 
documents read conulned ^ the facta officially 
set forth, and that if the Senator wauled to pre- 
vent tbe recurrence of such transactions, be 
would not stand in the way of applying tbe prop 
cr legislation to the bill; but that now, when four 
years bad elapted, and neither that Senator nor 
ibose who act with him have asked an investiga- 
tion, it is a little strange to be so anxious to 
couple these transactions; that tbe committee 
could not examioe both at once, and that, there- 
fore, both time and money would bo lost by 
adopting the amendment. He wanted to know 
whence ibe resources were derived fur tbe Har- 
per’s Ferry iovaaiOD,and who supplied the money 
and munitions of war, and for tbe pay of tbe 
prisoner’s counsel- He said Congress would not 
act un the subject without official Information, 
and If it should turn out that Congress bad no 
power to prevent such transactioos, it is then tbe 
duty, cot of tbe Southern Slates alone, but of all 
the States to lake proper measures for their pro- 
tection. He alluded to the remark of Mr. Trum- 
bull respecting the shrieks from Kansas not hav- 
ing been heard in Virginia, by saying that no 
sbriekt would be beard from Virgiuia, bappeu 
what may in tbeir political relaiiuns. He did 
not know what a mao’s political education could 
be to lead him to uie such expressions in refer- 
ence to the recent events. 

Mr. Trumbull answered that nothinK the Sen- 
ator might aiy could get him to speak disrespect- 
fully of Virgiuia or auy other State of tbe Uoioo. 
He said that he spoke the word "shriek” as 
used in regard to tbe people of Kansas, but not 
with the view of casting ridicule on any portlou 
ot tbe conntry. 

Mr. Mason’s impreasiou was that the expres- 
sion came from tbe political associates of Mr. 
Trumbull. At first It was “shrieks for free- 
dom.” 

Mr. Halo followed, denouncing the Supreme 
(jourt of the United States, aud defined hia 
position generally in regard to the slavery ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Hunter expressed surprise at tbs manner 
in which this resolution had been received; said 
ibat it was proper in itself and made eminently 
necessary by tbe circumstaucee of the recent oc- 
curreuce; that the South waa not so much start 
led by tbe foray of Brown and bis few followers 
as It tbe sympathy openly expressed in tbe 
North for him and at the apparent indifference 
of the great mass at the Norib at such manifea 
tations .of sympathy. Tbs Senator from llli- 
nola professes to turn tbe matter into a party 
issue; does be suppose that tbe South regards 
the peace and safety of tbo community as a puty 
matter? They are loath to believe such things 
can be tolerated with indiffertnee by thotc bound 
to them by ties of common government; but if 
such is the case, it is time that they were made 
aware of it. 

Upon such an occasion as this, which has no 
parallel in (be history of this country, tbo lovl. 
ty displayed by tbe Senator from New Hamp- 
shire is like the laugh of tbe inebriate at tbe bed 
of death. The South oan uke car# of them- 
lolvos, if no ratBvdy can be found in (ho Qonoral 



Govsroment; but let the Sooth kuuw, au (fiat 
tbay oon take action In the matter 

la this Union to be used only to stay tht ariat 
of States for self defente and give no protection 
against such insurrections? If there bo in truth 
such alienation of feeling, and this simple reso 
lulion cannot pass without being amotherod by 
party issues, let ua know it at once. 

Mr. Davis said one gratifying fact waa the dis 
tinctness with which Senators disavowed all 
connection with or sympathy for the mad fellow 
Brown. 

Mr. Green remarked that the purpose for which 
arms were taken at Liberty was not to force 
slavery into Kansas, not to subvert the Govern 
ment or laws of the United States; but to re- 
sist the unlawful acts of tbe Emigrant’s Aid 
Society, which bad prevented the execution of 
tbe laws of the Territory — although an unlaw- 
ful act, it was for a good purpose aud in order 
to support law and order. The truth ought to 
go in connection with this matter and not let it 
be supposed it was an atrocious act like that at 
Harper’s Ferry This affair demancla the inter 
position of the Federal Government. While 
the scenes In Kansas, whether right or wrong, 
have parsed by, those acta are recorded for pos 
terity to judge, and let them remain undia 
turbed. 

-Mr. Crittenden thought tbe amendmeul would 
do no harm and would only occupy a few days 
more time. He hoped it would be adopted. 

Mr. Wilson should vote for tbe resolution and 
the amendment. When the intelligence first 
reaebtd the North it was regardsd as merely a 
strike of working men. On learning its real 
character, it was received almoit unanimously 
with disapprobation and regret; but cleotiona 
were pending in New York and New Jersey, and 
one or two leading papers in New York, for the 
purpose of affecting these elections, made the 
most violent, false, and infamous charges against 
public men and the masses of tlia people in tbe 
free States. Tbit excited universal iudignation. 
There was not one man In a thousand of the 
people of tbe free States who ever dreamed of 
such a foray or knew anylbiug of it. He spent 
two or three weeks in New York and New Jer 
sey previous to the electiou, and every where 
beard regret and condemnation of that move- 
ment. He never taw a man who did not regret 
that the leader in tbe Invasion, . by his conduct 
and language, bad excited the sympathy and ad- 
miration of all men. He it regarded as sincere 
although a fanatic. He violated law under-ibe 
conviction that he waa doing riglit, and was wil- 
ling to take the consequences, but the [ resent 
Governor of Virginia, by bis mode of dealing 
with this question; by bis evident attempt to 
make political cspiul and get up neediest clam- 
or, bas excited a feeling of derision and contempt 
among the maaset of tbe North. To thia cause 
la to be attributed tbe sympathy manifested for 
Brown, more than any other source whatever. — 
Had be dealt with thia question as a discreet 
magistrate, and not made an outrageous and In 
famous attempt to implicate innocent meu for 
partisan purposes, what is witnessed to-day would 
never have taken place. He concluded by bop 
iug the investigation would be thorough, who- 
ever may be implicated. Let them take the con- 
sequences. 

Mr. Clarke spoke in favor of the resolution 
and amendment, and after further debate ihe 
Senate adjourned without taking a vota. 

House. — The House met at noon. 

Mr. Clarke’s resolution being under consider- 
ation, Mr. Crawford made an ineffectual motiou 
to submit a resolution for tbe adoption of the one 
hour rule, it being evident that after Mr. Clarke 
concluded his remarks a reply will be expected 
from tbe other side; that it would be remember- 
ed in theTbirty-sixtb Congress one gentleman 
occupied tbe floor for two davt, and heuce his 
propoiition. 

A resolution was adopted that the daily hour 
of meeting be 19 o’clock. 

Mr. Clarke cauaed to be read the list of those 
who recommehded tbe circulation of Mr. Help 
er’i book, and also the circular itself, strongly 
reprobative of slavery. Mr. Clarke briefly re- 
viewed tbe prominent recommendations in Help- 
er’s book, strongly condemning tboec persons 
who signed tbe circular, aud insisting that if 
these views were carried out tbe Union could not 
exist, aud said don’t put brother against brother, 
father against ton; don't destroy tbe conserva- 
tive senument of tbe country. 

Mr. Gilmer offered a substitute for Mr. Clarke’s 
rtsolution, looking to the union of tbo nationnl 
conservative men, on the basis of tht declara- 
tion heretofore made by Whigs and Demociats 
against the agitation of the slavery question. 

Mr. Curtis moved tbe previous quettioo. 

Mr. Washburne, of Illinois, moved to lay the 
whole subject on the table. Negatived by a tic 
vote. 

Tbs House adjourned without a ballot or any 
action on Mr. Clarke’s resolulloo

l^A few days ago we published a 
communication from Robert Richard- 
tOM, Esq., in reply to our comments upon 
his course in reference to the Normal 
School. He does not deny the correct- 
ness of the principal facts alleged by us, 
but complains that injustice was done in 
attributing to him motives that he never 
entertained. No one disliked to entertain 
a harsh opinion of Mr. Richardson more 
than we did, but in the absence of any 
explanation on his part the remarks made 
by us were the irresistible conclusions 
from his own acts, and we are not the on- 
ly one who thought what we openly ex- 
pressed. We knew that he had introduc- 
ed and advocated the bill as originally 
passed; that during tbe early part of the 
session he had declared himself desper- 
ately opposed to its repeal; that he be- 
lieved a school for the education of teach- 
ers was indispensably necessary to render 
the Common School Fund available for 
the purposes for which it was designed, 
and that tbe school at Lexington met hi.s 
entire approbation; and that notwithstand- 
ing all this he voted for its unconditional 
destiuction! — and that he did this with- 
out deigning to ofi'er one word of expla- 
nation as to his course, without uttering a 
syllable in defense of the bill or in advo- 
cacy of any bill which might subsequent 
ly be introduced establishing a Normal 
School, and, we must be permitted to re- 
mind him, without condescending to use 
his efforts to have the subject discussed 
by an able gentleman whom he knew to 
be here for that purpose. Now, iu view 
of the fact that his party were threaten- 
ing with destruction all who adhered to the 
cause of the Normal School, what was 
more natural than that we should suppose 
that it was intimidation, and no convic 
tion of duty, which induced Mr. Richard 
son to vote for the repeal of a bill estab- 
lishing a school which he thought absolute* 
ly and essentially necessary? How were 
we to know that in yielding to a prejudice 
he acknowledges to have been unreasona- 
ble, be was actuated by a desire to pro- 
mote the subsequent establishment of a 
school which he then struck down? We 
must be permitted to say, that Mr. Rich- 
ardson was guilty of the worst conduct 
with the best motives that we have ever 
heard of. It is his own fault that he per 
.mitted ourself and others to misjudge him. 
His explanation should have been made 
in his speech in the House, in the final 
passage on the motion to repeal- Per- 
haps, however, if be had then made any 
such explanation, coupled with the decU' 
ration he now makes, that be is still in fa- 
vor of the establishment of a school for 
teachers, he never would have been 
elected to the office he now holds. 

Mr. Richardson closes bis communica 
tiou with the declaration that if the Leg 
islature shall submit to the people a prop 
osition to devote a part of the public mon 
•y towards maintaining a Normal School 
be will do all in his power to induce tbe 
people to consider the measure favorably 
Will be go just a little further? Has he 
tbe nerve to openly urge the present Leg 
islature to submit such a proposition 
tbe people? Will he use bis influence to 
wards initiating tbe movement? Mr. Rich 
ardson's communication is open to much 
criticism, but as these comments are die 
lated by no unfriendly spirit, we prefer to 
waive all further comment. Whenever 
he takes a step towards perfecting the 
present deplorably, miserably, inefficient 



Than this no idea could be more unfound 
ed. We merely intended a candid ex- 
pression of our own opinions of the ca- 
pacity of the officers elected, nothing 
more. Those opinions were formed from 
our personal knowledge of the men, and 
are based upon grounds sufficient to jus- 
tify our remarks. If they do not prove 
to be correct, and if every Democrat does 
not admit it before tbe close of the session, 
no one will be more rejoiced than ourself; 
no one will be more ready to do each and 
every one of 'bi’in ample justice. We 
prefer not to anucipaie errors where pos- 
sibly none may occur, but leave the officers 
to be judged of by their acts in the fu- 
ture, not by what has gone by.

In many, perhaps all, ol the counties of Ken 
tacky, large sums, iu addition to tbe allowances 
from the School Fund, are annually raised by 
subscription, for the employment of Common 
School teachers and the erection of school- 
houses. It is not expected that the Commission 
ers should specially report the sums raised by 
subscription iu every school district; but brief 
statements, aq.ompaiiying their regular returns, 
of the amounts thus contributed in their respec- 
tive ecunftrs, (we believe they can be made with 
out much trouble and with reasonable accuracy,) 
would furnish most important information touch- 
ing the interests of ^e Common School System 
in Kentucky, so far ns they have been promoted 
by State aid and voluntary subscriptioni. 

The office of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruciion has been established in the city of 
Frankfort; and all correspondence with that offi 
cer, or with the Board of Education, will be di
